New York, April 24.— Presi­ 
dent Harding opened his cam­ 
paign for American adhesion to 
the world court of the League of 
Nations here today by serving 
notice on members of his own 
party who have lined up in op­ 
position to the proposal that he 
is irrevocably committed to it. 
In the flrut speech he has made on 
the court plan since he subm itted It 
to congress early this year, President 
H arding intended to carry out a three 
fold purpose. 
It was: 
1. 
To explain the plan 
to 
the 
country, clear aw ay the fog of sus­ 
picion and doubt from 
the 
public 
mind and enlist the whole people be­ 
hind him and his plan 
which 
be­ 
lieves is a step toward prevention of 
war. 
2. 
To answer and silence *he men 
high In the republican party either 
because of hostility to Secretary of 
State H u g h e s —whom they suspect of 
w an tin g to get the United States in­ 
to tne League ot Nations 
or any 
oth er reason they are opposing the 
court plan themselves and stirring 
up popular distrust regarding it. 
3.' To enlist the great agencies 
of publicity in the country as day 
to day advocates of the court plan. 
Mr. Harding came out as presi­ 
dent and as a newspaper editor to 
the country and his hostile republi­ 
can colleagues. 
He sjMike as presi­ 
dent and also as bead of the repub­ 
lican party. 
To the assemblage o ’ 
American newspaper editors whom 
be addressed at a luncheon he spoke- 
a sa newspaper editor who a d e q u a te ­ 
ly appraises and values the trem en ­ 
dous power and influence of public­ 
ity in great public questions. 
Mr. Hardin g had it in mind when 
he left W ashington last midnight to 
deliver an A B C explanation to the

PRESIDENT STATES HIS 
CASE TO THE PEOPLE 
New York, 
April 
24— President 
H arding today laid before the A m er­ 
ican people his case for participation 
by the United State* in the i n te r n a ­ 
tional court of justice. 
Such participation, he emphasiz­ 
ed, would be in harm ony with re­ 
publican pledges and would not be a 
move toward entering the League of 
Nations. 
The president left no doubt about 
his a t titu d e toward the league. 
"lr 
is not for us” he said, "and this ad­ 
ministration has no intention of en­ 
tering it by the side door, the back 
door or the cellar door". 
Mr. H ard in g made 
these 
sta te ­ 
ments in a speech at a luncheon of 
the Associated Press. 
It was a v ig ­ 
orous reply and challenge to those 
republicans who have demanded th at 
the president drop the court plan or 
lace a split in the party. 
To them 
he said th a t if th a t issue will split 
the p arty it is time to find out what 
the p a r t y ’s strength consists of.

Alleged letters received by P a t­ 
terson’s parents from Inmates of the 
reform atory denied the youth was 
injured durin g a riot in the school 
and placed the blame for his in ju r­ 
ies on a guard at the institution.

Doubtless the governor of Minnesota will act on the request 
of the American Legion that a commission be sent from this state 
to Washington to assist in the investigation of the affairs of the 
bureau this summer. Every assistance ought to be given to those 
who demand this investigation and the facts ought to be brough 
out. 
If the vast sums voted by congress for the purpose of meet­ 
ing the heeds of the veterans have been squandered, misappropri­ 
ated or dishonestly handled, these facts ohghf to be made known. 
Nothing more deplorable can be imagined than a mis-use of funds 
that ought to have been used to provide suitable hospitalization 
for the men who were the sufferers in the World war—men who 
in many cases, if the reports are true, have probably suffered mon 
than their buddies who died in the trenches or in hospitals behind 
the lines.

The United Staffs has not failed to appropriate money to be 
used for those who served in the war and were incapacitated as 
a result of their service but it appears from the evidence submit­ 
ted that the money appropriated has not been wisely spent. 
It 
must be admitted that those who have handled the affairs of the 
bureau have had a real job on their hands, and it is to be hoped 
that the investigation will prove that the mistakes have been Uh 
result of failure to perform the task, rather than deliberately con­ 
sidered attempts to cover up a dishonest use of money that ought 
•to have gone to rehabilitating men who were disabled in the war. 
The investigation should be pushed to the limit, and when 
failures have been discovered these should be corrected. 
The dis­ 
abled are the first concern of the American people who expect that 
the bureau will sec to it that they are treated as men ought to be 
treated who have lost their health and strength in the service of 
their country. 
The healthy may Wait for a bonus, but the sick 
cannot wait for hospitalization. 
While they wait, they die, and 
thai is the tragedy of the situation.

This execution is to be condemned in term s that are unequivo­ 
cal, but in condemning it it becomes necessary for all thoughtful 
people to consider the intolerance that is ram pant in the tforfd 
today. 
Gandhi is in prison in India, not because he asked that force 
be used to win a victory over Britain for self-government in India, 
but because he sought to lead the people in a movement of non- 
resistance and non-cooperation. 
The Rn Flux Klan is raging in 
parts of the United States, seeking to bring about a conformity 
of attitude to life that is inconsistent with the dem ocrat# idea. 
Men are still in prison in the United States because they believe 
th at w ar is wrong and said so, preachers are forced from their 
pulpits in America, under charges of heresy, not because they are 
heretics but because they challenge the wrongs of the present 
order. 
No civilized person would attempt to condone the inhuman 
and depraved methods used by Russia in dealing with those who 
attack the government. 
Where men ask that force be used to 
overthrow government, governments are justified in using force 
against those who would destroy them, but it is not believed that 
the churchman killed by the soviet government was asking for the 
use of force. 
He was attacking a system of government which 
he believed to be the antithesis of the government that would 
grow out of the application of the teaching of his religion.
